Beans and was the father and originator of our net operations 

on Channel 1 when the Club was on 29.4932 MHz exclusively. 

Back in the early fifties, Bob would stop on his way to work 

and park on the Belmont Plateau in the early morning hours to 
conduct an informal net, called the Scrambled Egg Net. Then 
continue on his way to IRC(Int'nat'l Resistance Co.). The in- 
side of his car looked like a traveling showroom for every man- 
ufacturer of ham rigs, all strung out from one side to the other. 
One time I counted six antennas on his car, all hooked up, and 
working.
